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Councillors 
vote to 
protect 
social care 

VITAL social care services for 
vulnerable adults and children 
would be protected under the 
budget recommendations agreed 
by the Cabinet at its meeting last 
Wednesday. 

In its proposals to the full council - which 
meets on February 24 to set the council 
tax rate for 2016/17 - the Cabinet outlined 
a four-year programme of savings, aimed 
at protecting vital frontline services. 

The measures proposed would see 
additional funding invested in social care 
services for adults and children, with 
council tax rising to help meet the cost. 

The proposed increase results from 
changes in the way local councils are 
funded by the government, which is 
allocating its funding on the assumption 
that councils will raise council tax by two 
per cent to cover the increasing cost of 
adult social care services. 

The government has also said that it 
expects councils to raise council tax 
by a further amount to cover inflation. 
Greenwich’s proposals would see all of 
this additional increase used to protect 
children’s social care. 

Council leader Denise Hyland said: “This 
would see Council Tax in the borough 
rise by 2% for adult social care and an 
additional 1.99% for children’s social care. 

“I’m pleased that the Chancellor has 
recognised the need for extra funding

Tributes for tireless campaigner 



A FORMER MP has paid tribute 
to a pioneering woman who 
campaigned against domestic 
violence and discrimination. 

Tirth Kaur Flora (pictured), 
who with her husband Jarnail set up the 
Asian Resource Centre in Woolwich, died on 
January 14, aged 74. She had been battling 
pulmonary fibrosis since 2007. 

Former Erith &Thamesmead MP John 
Austin said the community was a poorer 
place without her. "Tirth was a tireless worker 
for those less fortunate than herself and a 
powerful advocate for women's rights. She was 
never afraid to challenge those in authority 
when she felt some injustice had been done," 
he said. 

"She and Jarnail did so much for the local 
community and I was privileged to have had 
their friendship and support over many years." 


Mrs Flora was born in India and moved to 
England in the late 1 960s with her husband 
and their two sons, Harjinder and Parmjit. 

The couple recognised the need for an 
advisory centre for new immigrants and set 
up the India Centre in Plumstead, which later 
moved to Woolwich and became the Asian 
Resource Centre. 

Parmjit Flora said his mother's tireless 
grass roots campaigning against injustice for 
women, domestic violence and employment 
discrimination brought together women of 
many different backgrounds. 

Royal Greenwich Mayor Cllr Norman 
Adams said: "Mrs Tirth Kaur Flora will 
long be remembered for her outstanding 
contribution in defending and promoting the 
rights of women and the disadvantaged. Her 
contribution was immense and will not be 
forgotten."

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Sculptures safe 
for the future 


Under close scrutiny 



A SCULPTURE at the University 
of Greenwich is among 41 
post-war public artworks newly 
listed to protect them for future 
generations. 

Witch of Agnesi was sculpted by 
F E McWilliam in 1 959 and can be 
found on the university's Avery Hill 
campus. Originally commissioned 
by the former London County 
Council, it was among a number 
of sculptures designed to bring 
public spaces back to life after the 
Second World War. 

The title of the Greenwich 
sculpture, given a Grade II listing, 
refers to a mathematical curve 
defined by an 1 8th century Italian 
mathematician, Maria Agnesi. 

The newly-protected sculptures 
have been given Grade II 
and Grade II* listings by the 



Department for 

Culture, Media and Sport on the 
advice of Historic England. 

The university vice-chancellor, 
Professor David Maguire, said: 
"The Witch has been much-loved 
by many generations of students 
and staff, and is also popular 
among our local community. As 
custodian of 1 6 listed buildings 
already, we are enormously 
proud that another treasure of 
the university's estate has been 
recognised in this way." 

Heritage minster Tracey Crouch 
said: "It is only right that these 
fantastic pieces are listed. They are 
an important part of our history, 
capturing the mood of Britain 
after WWII."

IMPORTANT decisions that affect everyday life in Royal 
Greenwich are made by borough councillors elected to 
serve on the council - but that's not the end of it. 

Everything they do is open to inspection by a 
cross-party group called the Overview and Scrutiny 
Committee and its Panel and its members want to hear 
from local residents about the things that are causing 
them concern. 

The committee and its six scrutiny panels carry out 
in depth investigations into areas of public concern, 
such as crime and disorder, health, adult social care, 
education attainment, helping people into employment, 
refuse collection and street cleaning. They also review 
policies and monitor performance of council services 
and look at the decisions made by the council's cabinet 
to ensure projects give value for money and meet local 
needs. Part of their role is to challenge the work of 
external organisations and public bodies such as the 
health service, the police and Transport for London. 

Recent successes include: 

• Taking up concerns from council 
tenants about repair work. This has 
led to improved ways of tackling 
damp, and training more council staff 
to carryout repairs. 

• Visiting other boroughs and 
speaking with tenants, residents 
and voluntary organisations to find 
out how the council could reach and 
involve more people. This review 
came up with 1 4 recommendations, 
including a survey to find out what 
people think of council services. 


Some things have already changed. For example, new 
residents can now use a 'Welcome Pack' of useful links 
on the council's website. 

• Tackling social isolation, particularly among older 
people. Members are now organising an afternoon 
workshop to review the work of the council's Social 
Isolation Strategy Group and look at new ideas on 
how the council can support communities to tackle 
social isolation. 

The Overview and Scrutiny Committee and its 
panels meet throughout the year in Woolwich Town 
Hall. Meeting dates are published in Greenwich Time. 
Members of the public can put forward questions in 
advance and also go along to the meetings. Each year 
a list of topics for scrutiny is drawn up. Residents should 
contact their ward councillor by February 1 9 if they 
want to put forward something they think should be 
looked at in detail. 

Cllr David Stanley, who chairs the 
overview and scrutiny committee, said: 
"We want local residents to let us know 
about their concerns so that we can 
focus our work programme to look at 
what improvements can be made." 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the leader of the 
council, said: "Scrutiny Panels provide 
people with an important opportunity 
to discuss issues of concern and 
suggest improvements. This can include 
all public services including heath, 
transport and policing as well as council 
services."

In a decision made on January 27 the council agreed 
to bestow the honour on Dr Tariq Abbasi MBE, Janet 
Gillman, Jim Gillman, Dermot Poston MBE, and 
Chris Roberts. 

A special meeting of the council will be called in 
coming weeks to confirm Freedom of the Borough 
status for them. 

Dr Tariq Abbasi MBE has served the local 
community for 25 years firstly as director of the 
Greenwich Islamic Centre and now as the director 
general of the World Muslim Congress. 

Janet Gillman served as a councillor in the borough 
for 20 years holding many senior posts including 
Mayor twice. She was and still is, a governor of 
several schools and is active in many community 
groups and organisations. Her husband Jim Gillman 
served as a councillor in the borough over a 30-year 
period during which time he became deputy leader 
and was also Mayor twice. He has remained very 


active in the local community and is still a school 
governor. 

Dermot Poston MBE was first elected to Greenwich 
Council in 1968. A former leader of the opposition, 
his long record of public service led to an MBE in 
2013. Chris Roberts was leader of the council for 14 
years during which time the borough secured ‘Royal’ 
status for Greenwich and co-hosted the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games in 2012.

data such as user names, passwords, PINs 
or memorable phrases. 

• If you are supplying payment card or 
other confidential information, be careful

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T HE royal borough runs five 
specialist skills centres, all 
designed to take new recruits 
and develop them for a range 
of careers and trades. 

The most recent one to open is 
the Construction Skills Centre at 
Kidbrooke. It offers courses from 
theory-based training to short 
courses in a large range of subjects 
that include asbestos awareness, 
kerb and drain laying, traffic 
marshalling and manual handling. 

The courses provide people with 
essential skills and qualifications 
in an industry which offers wide- 
ranging job opportunities. Training is 
provided by Greenwich Community

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THE council has been funding a unique 
scheme to improve roads in the borough 
while giving unemployed young people the 
chance to learn new skills. 

The Highways Improvement & Local 
Labour (HILL) project was set up by Royal 
Greenwich to create and train a workforce 
to repair minor roads and pavements. The 
scheme is part of the council's commitment 
to improving local lives and communities 
by creating thousands of new jobs, housing 
and transport links. 

More than 70 per cent of people who 
have taken part so far have found jobs as a 
result of working with HILL, and dozens of 
roads in the borough have been repaired or 
improved as a result. 

HILL is a two-and-a-half-year programme 
which trains local unemployed people to 
work on improving 100 of the borough's 


roads most in need of attention, over and 
above the usual rolling road maintenance 
programme. The HILL project is expected 
to provide 100 job opportunities for 
unemployed local people over the course of 
the scheme. 

Martin Flook, 36, from Eltham had been 
unemployed for three years before getting 
a full-time job on highway maintenance 
with the HILL team after completing a six- 
month work placement. 

He said: "I think the HILL scheme is great 
as it has helped me getting back in to work 
and with learning new skills. I always got 
help or advice if I needed it with anything" 

Dave Whyman, his supervisor at JB Riney, 
said: "Martin has been working really 
well and has had only positive things said 
about his work and attitude. He does what 
is asked of him and does a good job. He is

doing great and is a valued worker." 

Jack Pullen, 21, from Thamesmead 
completed the HILL training last year 
and was offered a work placement with 
Bouygues following a panel interview. He 
now works supporting the qualified street 
lighting gangs by cleaning light fittings, 
changing lights, emergency work and 
supervised electrical cabling. 

He said: "I heard about the HILL scheme 
and thought I would give it a try and see 
what it was like. They really helped me, and 
took time out to help me with what I was 
doing. Before, I was out of work for getting 
on for a year, so it's had a massive effect on 
my life and a big impact on my family. 

"I'm going to stick with it, and the 
company says there are opportunities for 
me to move around and do different work 
with them."

Nearly 40 apprentices who

human resources and housing. 

The Mayor talked about 
how the council supports 
apprentices, and Cllr Kirby 
spoke about the success of 
the programme.
